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3. Topsoil

Final graded surface soils were sampled at two locations. The first sample was taken
at a point 50 feet south of the 3+00 cross section location which had been surveyed in
(Exhibit 3.6-4). A core sample was taken of the surface foot. The sample was
labeled WC-GC-04-A,

A second sample was taken of the graded surface 50 ft north of the 5+00 profile cross
section location as shown on Exhibit 3.6-4. This location had not been surveyed in,
but a 200 ft tape was laid from the 3+00 location down the channel to mark the 5+00
site. The sample was taken on the slope 50 ft north on the slope with a core to a
depth of one foot. The sample was labeled WC-GC-04-8.

Sample locations were marked on Exhibit 3.6-4 Option "8" Postmining Reclamation
Map. Samples were delivered to the BYU Plant and Soil Laboratory on September 2,
2004 for analysis of pH, EC, SAR, texture, nitrate N, available Phosphorus and
extractable Potassium as described in Section 3.6-4(1) of the MRP.

4.a Hvdroloqic Balance: Diversions

Trucks were hauling bedding rock to the site for construction of the main drainage
through the site. Rip rap was being loaded into the same trucks to be taken
elsewhere.

9. Protection of Fish. Wildlife and Related Environmental lssues

A Track hoe was crushing boulders into riprap size by picking them up and dropping
them, creating a very dusty environment for soil sampling. ln the future, the Division
will require that either the work is stopped during soil sampling, or the area is wetted.
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
